A twiceAxouticcd Vietnam veteran 
.taiioned at Ft. Carson has revealed 
he spent six years «s an intelligence 
liaison officer with a CuSan revolution- 
ary gros?* in Florida: ran guns from 
California to Miami for them; asasied 
in the defection d a Haitian consul- 
general and trained Cuban rebels in 
the Florida swamps. 

After a SUN reporter unearthed ths 
facts in a tv-o-month investigation. Sgt 
Edward I. Arthur, an instructor at jt. ■ 
Carson's Rccondo (ranger) scnooJ. ad- 
mitted to Tne SUN in an exclusive in- 
terview th?.l in 1951 he picked up guns 
in Orange County. Calif., that were 
donated to the Cuban rebel movement 
bj- ex-Minutemen. Arthur said he later 
delivered them to Cubans in Miami, 
who then smuggled some of them on 
10 the Cuban mainland where they were 
used in hit and nm raids against Cas- 
tro's army. ■ 

"I hauled over tu-o tons of automatic 
weapons, including a Swedish Mmm 
' Lahti can-ion and 100 rounds o! armor- 
piercing ami^o. right through the South 
during the ^s-orst days of the civil r.g..« 
mrnxment doiA-n ti'.erc." he sasd. 

The Ft. Carson soldier said he {:rsi 
vent to Cuba in 1954 on a visit, then 
later returned in 1955 when Fidel Castro 
mace his first landing attempt.

One thing is immediately evident in 
any conversation w^th the Ft. Orson 
instructor: He ftels strongly about the 
Cubans* plight. Ke said he has long 
fell the Cuban problem is being nandlcd 
badly and questions the wisdom of • 
fighting a war against Communism 
(9.G0O) miles away (Vietnam) when the 
United States is standing under the 
threat of a Communist-controlled coun- 
try, 90 miles from its ssmhem shores.

The Ft. Carson soldier is an intense- 
ly patriotic man who feels deeply the 
threat to the U.S. inherent in Castro 
and his regime. He stated flatly that 
although he had once been offered a 
means of financing a full-scale in- 
vasion of the Cuban mainland he tum^ 
it do«-n because "it would have em- 
barrassed the United States and that is 
not my intention. I would rather arouse 
the public in this country to the danser 
down there than put the country into 
a position where it would haw to be- 
come involved in spite of itself." 

He sees the Cubans in America as 
an embattled people who were invited 
here by the government, then virtually 
abandoned. "All these people ever 
have wanted was a chance to fight 
their way back into their homeland," 
Arthur said.

Rosclli arranged with a Cuban, 
related to one of Castro's chefs, to 
plant the deadly pellets in the dic- 
tator's food. On March 13, 1961, Rosclli 
delivered the capsules to his contact 
. at Miami Bcadi's glamorous Fon> 
laincblcau Hotel. 

A couple weeks later, jusl about 
the right time for the plot to have 
been carried out, a report out of 
Havana said Castro was iii. But he 
rcccovcrcd before the Bay of Pigs 
invasion on April 17, 19C1. 

The Cuban who had sneaked the 
poison into Havana v.as never setn 
again. The Cf.\. unsure v.hc!her the 
pioilcrs had f?ilcd or the poison simply 
hadn't been strong enough, decided to 
try again wiih a more pov vrfu! dose. 
Rosc'.li arranged for tripic-iitrength 
capsules to be slipped into Castro's 
food several r.-ecks after the Bay of 
Pigs. But once again, the plot faiSed 
and the conspirators disappeared. 

Four more attempts were made on 
Castro's life, using Cuban assassination 
teams equipped with high-powered 
rifles, explosive and two-way radios. 
At intervals in t'nc dark of night. 
Roselii personally delivered the teams 
in twin po«-ci1>oats to the Cuban 
shores. 

Once, a Cuban patrol boat sank 
Rosclli's boat with a lucky shot but. 
the occupants were quickly fished out 
of the murky water by the other boat. 
The assassination teams never got a 
shot at Castro, although the last group 
taached a rooftop within range. No 
doubt most of the infiltrators wcr? 
picked up and tortured terribly. 

Roselii. Har%cy. O'ConncIl and 
company had taken precautions, 
however, to make sure not even the 



Cuban recruits knew the CIA was ,' 
behind the pk»t. Roselii posed as a 
representative of big oil interests which 
sought revenge agaiist Castro ex- 
propriating their holdings in Cuba. The ■ 
weapons and other equipment were of 
foreign make, mostly iBelgian, to 
prevent any link to the VS. , 

All the equipment, including the two 
powerboats, were purchased out of . 
Roselli's oivn pocket. The CIA paid 
only the expenses of its two agents 
Harx'cy and O'Connell. 

The principals in the CIA con- \ 
spiracy. sworn to deep sccrccv. rcfuiicd 
to comment on the caper. We got an 
admi.<;$ion out of Maheu only that he 
had bandied special jobs for the CIA. 
but he refused to discuss them. Roselii 
responded with a flat "no comment." 

My associate Lcs Whiitcn located 
Harvey, who left the CIA about two 
years ago, in Inuianapuiis. Asked ai>cut 
Ro^scili. Harvey said ht had a high 
regard for him. Whiiicn then * 
qiicsiioneci Harvey about Roselli's 
daring work. 

"This is a long story," replied the • 
former Z\K man, "I don't think it 
ou:>ht to be printed." Thereafter, he 
refused to acknowledge even that he 
had been a CIA operative. 

We got an admission from "Big 
,lim" O'Connell, who is still with the 
CIA. that he had met Roselii through 
Maheu. But- when we asked about ^ 
Rosclli's CIA mission, O'ConncIl also 
clammed up. 

Finally we spoke to John McCons, 
who headed the CIA at the time of • 
the assassination attempts. He 
acknowledged the idea had been 
discussed inside the CIA but insisted 
it had been "rejected immediately." 
He vigorously denied that the CIA had 
ever participated tn any plot on 
Castro's life. Asked whether the at- . 
tempts could have been made without 
his knowledge, he replied: "It could 
not have happened." 

We have complete confidence,

This firm has had business dealings with a number of foreign officials and 
governments and as a result has frequently come to our attention. Maheu 
and his firm have frequently been reported as engaging in wiretapping j^/y^ 
activities in behalf of their clients.

Maheu has a long record of serving the interests of 
I ImiUionaire-industriallst Howard Hughes, who has been reported as one 
j |of his "angels." Maheu and other private investigators were retained by 
Hughes in 1947 to. investigate former United States Senator Owen Brewster. 
In 1959, Maheu*s invest^ative firm was reported to be keeping an eye on 
several of Hughes* girlfriends ix^e assisting in the transfer of some of 
Hughes fiidustries operations from California to Arizona. In 1960, a 
New York City newspaper reported that Maheu and another former FBI 
Agent (Robert L. King) were representing the Hughes interests in 
Washiii^gton, D. C. Recently, information was received that Maheu is 
representing Hughes in the purchase of the Desert fiui Hotel at Las Vegas. ^

With regard to the Papich letter of 11/6/67, the copies which were 
furnished to the Commission contained notations made on the letter by 
Mr. Hoover. A search of Bureau files reveals two additional documents 
which resulted from the Papich letter of 11/6/67; namely, a memorandum troxL 
C. D. DeLoach to Mr. Tolson, 11/8/67, which reported the results of an 
interview of Papich by DeLoach on that date. During this interview, according 
to the DeLoach memorandum, he explained to Papich the reasons for the 
prohibitions and the persons responsible for such prohibitions against 
utilization of the investigative tejjhniques mentioned in the Papich letter of

a result, Llaheu's services were solicited as a "cut-out" 
because of his possible entree into underworld circles. 
Uaheu obtained Sani Giancana* s assistance in this regard and 
according to Sdwards, Giancana gave every indication of 
c.ooperating through I-aheu in attenptins to accomplish several 
•clandestine efforts in Cuba. Sdwards added that none of 
Giancana* s efforts have materialized to date and that several 
of the plans still are worlcing ard siay eventually "pay off." 

Colonel Edwards related that he had no direct 
contact v/ith Giancana; that Giancana* s activities were 
completely "back stopped" by Uaheu and that Haheu would * 
frequently report Giancana 's action and infox-jnation to 
Edwards.

For your information. Colonel Slieffield Edwards, Director 
of Security, CIA, advised that His Agency v.as giving serious 
consideration to conrerring with tiie Deparcuieai; of Justice 
concerning this matter. It is Edwards' understanding^ that if 
this is done contact will be made with the Attorney l/eneral 
or i'ir. Herbert J. Miller, Jr. , of the Criminal Division.

According to R owan^ a fter originally 
signing a complaint against Balletti, he discussed the phone

A Bureau investigative report dated December 30, 1960 
at Salt Lake City reflects that on Deceniber 20, 1960, Lt. 
Carl Smith advised that Balletti had been charged with in- 
vasion of privacy, a felony; possession of burglary tools, 
a misdemeanor; and operating as a private detective without 
a license, a misdemeanor, with a preliminary hearing set 
for April 24, 1961 in Justice of the Peace Court, Las Vegas. 

l!he manager of Trans World Airlines, Las Vegas, advised 
that company records reflect that one, F. T. Harris departed 
Las Vegas on Trans World Airlines Flight No. 292 at 10:30 a.m., 
on October 30, 1960, to St. Louis, Missouri, where he made 
connections with Trans World Airlines Flight No. 76 to Miami, 
Florida. *' 

On December 22, 1960, the desk clerk at the Riviera Hotel 
was contacted and shown nine photographs, including one of 
Fred T. Harris. The desk clerk advised that he could not 
identify anyone whose photo had been exhibited as being identical 
with the individual- who checked into the Hotel on October 26, 
1960 under the name of J. W. Harrison. The desk clerk added 
that he did not think he would recognize either Balletti oip 
Harrison if he should see them in person. 

On December 21, 1960, at Las Vegas, Nevada, VIHIHHHV 
\:) VHIIK Clark County Sheriff's Office, furnished a list of 
articles in Balletti 's possession at the time of his arrest. 
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These included a telephone bug txansmltter recovered from 
behind the bed in Room 228 at the Riviera' Hotel; 17 lock 
pi<dcs; 2 telephone bug devices; one ear phozie; one cigarette 
case oa±aining a miniature transmitter; one Minox camera; 
one Hinox film and other electronic and physical devices, 
equipment and tools, all enumerated on three typed pages of 
the foregoing investigative ireport dated December 30# 1960. 

The hotel manager of the Rivieria, Hotel advised- that 
hotel records reflect that from October 27 to November 5, 
1960, ^^figaan node IS loxig^disliitBSSiiaXli^^Bii^^ 
andjthat^ost of the .caills had apparenf y iTr*"" "W"^" tq_ ^ 
rllis jacGu ire. 

The hotel manager also advised on December 21, 1960 at 
Las Vegas, Nevada, that according to hotel records, Arthur J. 
Balletti checiked in'to the hotel on October 26, 1960 ssii was 
assigned Room 331 and that the registration card bears the 
notation, "in room with Harrison". Since Balletti 's hotpL 
bill was in excess of $100 and he was not known, the manag$r 
and the chief of securii^ for the hotel went to Room 331 and 
no one vsls in the ro«n when they entered. At this time, they 
observed a yellow pad with the notation of time and a date 
which referred tov£faja -Rowaqifand the hotel manager observed .in 
the top desk drawer what appeaured to be a recording device. 
After discussing the bill with Balletti eaid receiving a soxae- 
what uncertain identification, the hotel manziger subsequently 
notified the Clarlc County Sheriff's Office that he had ob~ * 
served what appeared to be a recording device in Balletti 'js 
room and suspected that a listening device might be installed 
in* (l^owan's room.

This matter was discussed with Assistant united States 
Attorney Raymond Sutton on Deceniber 22, 1960, and he advised 
Special Agents of the Bureau that he desired to have the- re-, 
suits of a full investigation prior to rendering a prosecutive 
opinion. Mr. Sutton stated that upon the receipt .of results 
of full investigation he would, in all probability, present 
the natter to the next federal grand jury which meets in Las 
Vegas. 

By letter dated January 19, 1964, the Assistant Attorney

According to a Bureau report dated December 12, 1961, at 
Washington, D. C, Robert Maheu of Maheu and King Associates, 
Inc., Washington, D. C, advised on December 27, 1960 that, 
he had received a call from a Los Angeles attorney asking Maheu 
to recommend someone to do investigative work in Las Vegas, 
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Nevada for a client. Haheu stated that he reconmended Edward 

DuBois and tha^ the los Angeles attorney requested him to 

contact DtiBois to maike tSie necessary arrangemeats to handle 

the ijivestigation in Las Vegas. Haheu stated that he could 

not recall if he or Walter Fitzpatridc, an associate of Maheu, 

had contacted DUBois regarding this request. He stated that

his firm was not involved in this natter and that DuBois had 

been contacted only as a favor to the Los Angeles attorney. '•''^< 
Haheu denied that he had made a second call to DuBois in- 
stinicting him to send only one man to Las Vegas, adding that 
he does not know any J. W. Harrison and is not acquainted with 
Arthur james Balletti. Haheu advised that he did not desire 
to furnish the identity of the Los Angeles attorney who 
originally contacted him without the attorney's consent. 

By letter dated January 27, 1961, Hr. Howard Bahcock ad- 
vised the Criminal Division that prior to any presenticent that

noted that the Bureau investigation in this; matter has not 

yet been completed. 

. An FBI investigative report dated afebruary 8, 1961, at 

Salt Lake City, reflects that efforts to iSsntify Tinknown 

subject, J. W. Harrison, have been unsuccessful. 

The above report dated Februeury 8, 1961 also reflects that 

on Jtouary 2, 1961, at ^ew York Citiy«^ .Phyl3is HcGtiiie advis^tl that 

she had not given authority- to anyone to ixstall a listening

device on Dan Rowan at any time and had no prior knowledge that such 
' a device had been used before the arrest of Arthur Jaises Balletti. 



The above report also reflects that Thomas Foley, Attorney- 
at-Law, advised on February 6, 1961, at Las Vegas, Nevada, that 



during the latter paurt of October 1960, he received a tele- 
phone call from James P. Cantillion, a Los Angeles attorney, 
requesting Foley to represent Arthur J. Balletti who had been 
arrested by the Clark" County Sherif f *s Of f icer~B^l^ aslced 
Cantillion edaout payment of the legal fee and Cantillion stated 
that he would .personally guarantee its payment. Foley stated 
that he immedia):ely contacted a bail bondsman and arranged 
bond for Balletti. Foley stated that he was of the opinion 
that James P. Cantillion is the son of father and son team, 
Cantillion and Cantillion, a law firm in Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia. Foley advised that Balletti 's trial on the local 
charge was set for April, 1961. 

A Bureau investigative report dated January 28, 1961 

» •■ • 

at Miami, Florida, reflects that Fred T. Harris advised on 
Jcunuary 24, 1961 that althovigh he formerly worked as a pri- 
vate investigator for Investigations, Inc., from June 1960 
until November 16, 1960, he did not work for Edward L. DuBois. 
However, since November 16, 1960, he has been back with DuBois 
almost full time. Harris stated he definitely did not accompemy 
Balletti to Las Vegas and knew nothing of this affair and while 
he could not pinpoint his ccmpleta activities, he was certalMi that 
he was never out of Miami during the period from October 26 



through 30, 1960. Harris also stated that he knew nothing 



of electronic devices and never had any sound training and 

sort of 

would have no idea as how to install any/wiretap. 
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The sane report reflects that Edweurd DuBois was inter- 
viewed on January 24, 1961, at Miami, Florida, stating again 
that Maheu had informed him that he could only send one man 
to Las Vegas, that he gave two round-trip tickets to Balletti 
who went to the Airport, net Maheu 's man said travelled to 
.Las Vegas. DuBois stated that Fred Harris definitely did not 
accompany Balletti to Las Vegas and. did not work for him 
from June until the middle of November, 1960. DxiBois stated 
he had ho idea who had hired Maheu and that he had -received 
$1,000 from Maheu for Balletti 's services in Las Vegas. 
When he, DuBois, learned of Balletti *s arrest, he contacted 
Maheu in Iios Angeles and Maheu knew of Balletti 's arrest and 
arranged for a Los Angeles attorney to defend him. Maheu 
indicated he had made these arrangements through a Los Angeles 
attorney whose identity he did not disclose. 

According to the above-mentioned report, dated Jcuniary 
28, 1961, at Miami, Florida, the desk clerk of the Kenilworth 
Hotel advised, on January 25, 1961, that registration records 
reflect that Robert A. Maheu of Washington, D. C, was 
registered in Room 722 from October 11-29, 1960 and that 
he was accompanied by one J. A. Rollins, also of Washington, 
D. C, who stayed in Room 701 from October 11-30, 1960. It 



was the desk clerk's recollection that Maheu paid the biim 
for both of the rooms and she noted that it was possibly that 



either Rollins or Maheu could have left the hotel for a few 



days and retxirn and if the room was not given up, such informa 



tion would not be reflected on the registration card. 





A Bureau investigative report dated February 14. 1961, 
at Miami, - Florida, reflects numerous long distance phone calls 
of Robert Maheu made in October 1960 from the Kenilworth Hotel 
and four such calls made by J. A. Rollins during October 1960. 

A Bureau investigative report dated March 6, 1961, at 
Los Angeles, California, reflects the telephone listing for 
the Xos Angeles number called by OuBois immediately after 
Balletti's arrest and the telephone listing for Los Angeles 
numbers called by Haheu and J. A. Rollins from Miami Beach 
in October 1960 1 In addition, the report reflects that James 
P. cantillion, attorney, Los Angeles, California, advised on 
March 1, 1961, that his first knowledge of the microphone 
incident in Las Vegas, Nevada, came from a telephone call 
to him from a man in custody at Las Vegas whose name he could 
not recall. When given the name Balletti, cantillion acknowledged 
that the name was probably correct but stated that he had* no 
knowledge of Balletti prior to the call which came from a Lieutenant 
either from the clarle County's Sheriff's Office or the Las 
Vegas City Jail. He claimed privilege for his conversation 
with Balletti but advised that he referred the caller to 
attorney Tom Foley in Las Vegas. Cantillion stated that he 
knew Robert Maheu. Cantillion denied telephoning or otherwise 
contacting Maheu in Washington, ' D. C, or elsewhere, to asX» 
him to perform surveillance on Dan Rowan. 

A Bureau memorandum dated March 13, 1961, at Los Angeles, 
California, reflects information concerning James p. Cantillion, ' 
including that one John Roselli stayed at the Beverly Hilton 
Hotel when he came to Los Angeles and he visits with an attorney. 



James Cantillipn of Beverly Hills, California. Records of 
the Los Angeles, 'calif ornia Police Department reflect that 
John Roselli, FBI # 333 9986 • first arrested by the Los 

Angeles Police Depeurtment in 1924 for carrying concealed 
weapons, but the charge was dismissed. .During the period 
from 1924 to 1932,. he was arrested on ^everal occasions. on 
cheurges of suspicion of grand larceny, carrying concealed 
veapons and robbery. In testimony before the Kefauver 
Committee in October 1950, Roselli advised that he met Al 
Capone in Chicago and that he spent a day with capone in 
Los Angeles, California, in about 1930. Records of the 
United States District court indicate that on December 22, 
1943, Roselli was found guilty of violation of Section 402A, 
Title 18, U.S.C. , and sentenced to 10 years imprisonment. 
The cheirge involved extorting money from motion picture pro- 
ducers to insure the studios against labor strikes . ^ . . 

The above report reflects that cantillion was apparently 
involved in business transactions with Roselli and had been 
visited by Roselli and one Louis J. Lederer, a close friend 
of Roselli and apparently linked to nationally-known hoodlxim 
and gambler, Frank costello, of New York. Cantillion, Lederer 
and Roselli were, according to the report, all involved in 
hotels and gambling operations in Las Vegas, Nevada. 

A Bureau investigative report dated March 27, 1961, at 
Washington, D. C. reflects that on January 19 and January 30, 
1961, Robert Haheu was interviewed and remained unable to, 
supply the name of the Los Angeles attorney who had originally 
contacted him and requested him to contact Edward DuBois. 
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Maheu advised that he had stayed at the Ke'nilworth Hotel in 

Miami Beach during the latter part of October 1960« but 

denied that he had instructed DuBois to send only one man . 

to Las Vegas and stated that his only involvement in the 
. ■ • • • - . . . . 

matter was to have DuBois contacted at the request of the Zos 
Angeles- attorney. Maheu identified the J. A. Rollins who was 
with him at the Kenilviorth Hotel as John A. Rollins and would 
not identify him further, stating Rollins was working indirectly 
for him in Miami. Maheu denied that Rollins was the individual 
who went to Las Vegas to assist Balletti. Shortly after the 
interview, Mr. Maheu telephonically contacted a Special 
Agent of the Bureau at the Washington Field Office, stating 
that "he had just received a telephone call and if this matter 
could be held up for a few days, it would be all straightened 
out." 

A Bureau report dated April 6, 1961, at Miami, Florida, 
reflects that Balletti was interviewed on M£urch 29, 1961 at 
which tine he denied ownership of the technical eg;uipment 
confiscated in his hotel room aside from a tape recorder and 
cameras. Balletti stated that he did not recall telling the 
arresting officers at Las Vegas that J. W. Harrison was 
actually Fred Harris of Miami. Balletti stated that on 
October 30 or 31, 1960, he received a long distance telephone 
call from Robezrt Maheu who instructed him to contact T. w.li* 
Richzurdson at the New Frontier Hotel. Kaheu advised Balletti 





that Richardson would pay him $1,000 and that when Balletti 
contacted .Richardson giving a password, Richardson gave him 
10 dn^ hundred dbllkr bills in a men's room. Balletti again 
clenxed that he knew the true identity of J. W. Harrison. 

The same report reflects that on March 20, 1961, OuBois 
idvised that Robert' Maheu'had paid him $1, 000 in cash as his 
retainer.' DuBois claimed that Balletti had told him that on 
October 31, 1960, he, Balletti, received a iong distance 
telephone call ffom Maheu who claimed that he was calling 
from Los Angeles and instructed Balletti to contact a Mr. 
Richardson and that Richairdson would pay him the retainer. 
DuBois was asked if he knew John A. Rollins and he stated 
that he did not know anyone by that name. DuBois was 
questioned regarding the equipment found in Room 331 of 
the Riviera Hotel at the time Balletti was eirr'ested and 
OuBois denied that any of the technical equipment aside from 
the minifon tape recorder and the cameras belonged to his 
agency. DuBois assumed that the equipment belonged to J. W.

An FBI report dated June 29, 1961, at Las Vegas, Nevada, 
reflects that on June 17, 1961, the meuiager of the Riviera 
Hotel advised that he knows John Roselli by sight and that 
so far as he knew, Roselli had never stayed at that hotel 
and he felt silre that Roselli was not the individual who 
checked into the hotel on October 26, 1960, using the nsune 
J.W. Harrison. 

According to a Bureau investigative report dated Jvine 30, 
1961, at Los Angeles, Robert Maheii advised on Jjane 29, 1961 
that the "Johnny" to whom he made contact with Sam Giancana 
was John Roselli and that he discussed the plan to wire Qowan's 
room with Roselli before it was done. It was pointed out to 
Maheu that the explamation he gave in a previous interview 
for wiring Rowan ^e^jcjoon^ did not appear logical and wa.s far 
riemoved from the purpose for which he was hired by the Central 
Intelligence Agency. Maheu stated that he would stick to the 
explanation previously given and wished to add that he would 
never have ordered Rowan's room wired except for his connection 
with the CIA. 
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An FBI investigative report dated Jtily 19, 1961, at 
Chicago, 'reflects that Samuel H. Giancana was interviewed 
at O'Hare International Airport, Chicago, on July 12, 1961 
by special agents of the Bureau and he refused to make any 
comment reg<u:ding Maheu and refused to admit that he was 
acquainted withfBSn Rowan.- In the course of the interview, 
Gianceuja becane very abusive and obscene. During tiiis tine« 
Tiiss Phyllis McGuire^ who apparently traveled with Gianccuia, 
was also interviewed by special agents of the Bureau, although 
the results of that interview were not reflected. The 
special agents' conversation with Gianccina was terminated upon 
the appearance 9e Miss McGuire. Giancana left Accompanied by 
H^j^g^cGuire. 

An FBI report dated July 20, 1961 at Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, reflects that Haheu was interviewed on July 15, 1961 
2uid persisted in his story with respect to the bugging of* 
'•R owan 's hotel room. Maheu denied that the installation of 
the device in Rowan's room was made at .the request or for 
the benefit of Sam Giancana or John Roselll. 

The aame report reflects that Roselli was interviewed ' 
on July 7, 1961, and admitted that he had known Haheu for 
approximately 5 years. When asked if he knew Giancana, Roselli 
stated, "Let's discuss the weather. I do not care to answ^ 
any more questions." 

On August 2, 1961, United States Attorney Howard H. 
Babcock, at Las Vegas, Nevada, advised' that he is not certain 
that it could be proven that any information received by 
Balletti and the unknown subject was ever "disseminated" and also 
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he was very concerned about the possibility of information 
becoming known of Robert (faheu performing vork for the CIA. 

By letter dated October 13, 1961, Mr. Babcock noted 
that his Stwcessor assumes office on October 16 « 1961 and, 
therefore, felt it appropriate that his successor review the 
file and investigative reports. ' 

In response to a reqpiest from ^he criminal Division 
dated January 31, 1962, the ^reau ascertained from the 
Director of Security of the Central Intelligence Agency, Col. 
Sheffield Edweurds, that his Agency would object to any 
prosecution which would necessitate the use of CIA personnel 
or CIA information and that the introduction of any evidence 
concerning the CIA operation would be most embarrassing to 
the iftiited States Government. This Bureau reply was dated 
February 9, 1962. 

In response to an additional request from the Criminal 

Division dated March 19, 1962, the Bureau replied, by memo-

randum dated April 10, 1962, that Col. Bdwteds advised that 
Maheu's prosecution undoubtedly would lead to escposure of 
most sensitive information relating to the abortive Cvfban 
invasion in April 1961 and in view of this, his Agency ob- 
ejects to .the prosecution of Maheu.

Balletti case surfsiced CIA.'s involvement with Robert Maheu, Sam Giancana, 
and John Roselll, the latter two being hoodlnms. We promptly disseminated 
this inf ormgtioa to the Attorney General. All pertinent material has been 
made available to the SSC; however, they continue to seek underlying material 
on which our dissemination was based. One of the SSC investigators recently 
interviewed former SA Paplch who indicated to the investigator he had 
dictated a number of memoranda concerning CIA*s involvement with hoodlums. 
Apparently, based on that interview, the has now made this additional 
request. Extensive file reviews of all individuals mentioned in the SSC 
request have been made and a number of memoranda dictated by Papich have 
been found. None of these memoranda shed any additional light on 
assassination attempts against Castro. They do show, however, continuing 
CQctact between representatives of the CIA and John Roselli durijig the period 
we were mounting an operation against Roselli. They further show that CIA 
officials did not consider attempting to interfere.withour operations or 
prosecution of Boselli. Section Chief R. J. McCarthy, Criminal Intelligence 
and Organized Crime Section, Special investigative Division, has advised 
that the S^ial Investigative Division interposes no objection to making the 
documents avatlable^for review by the SSC.

It appears fioselli has since that tiae, nevertheless , 
lUMd his prior connections with CIA to his best advantage, for - 
example, in lay, 1966, when contacted by Agents of this Bureau 
in connection with our current inrestigation of his aotirities 
he refused to talk and Iniediately flew to Washington, O. C, 
and consulted with Colonel fhef field Bdvards, who is now retired 
from CXA. Colonel Bdwards in turn advised CIA, which told us. 
Br. Boward J. Osborn, the present Birector of Security, CIA, 
freely has admitted to us that Soselli has CIA in an unusually 
vulnerable position and that he would have bo fualMS about 
embarrassing CIA if it served his own interests. In furnishing 
this information, Br. Osborn asked that it be held within this 
Bureau on a strictly aeed-to-know basis. X^/M^^ 

In light of the above information furnished us by CIA 
and former Attorney ISeneral Bennedy, it appears that data which 
came to our attention in October, 1960, possibly pertains to the 
captioned njitter. At that time a source close to Oiancaaa 
advised that during a conversation with several friends Olaacana 
stated that Fidel Castro was "to be done away with very shortly.** 
Oiancana reportedly assured those present that Castro *s 
assassination would occur in Bovember, 1960, and that he had 
already met with the assassin-to-be on three CBoasions, the last 
meeting having taken place on a boat docked at the Pontftf^leau 
Botel, Biami Beach, Plorida. Beportedly, Oiancana claimed that 
everything had been perfected for the killing and the *'assassin** 
had arranged with a girl, mot further described, to drop a **pill** 
in Gastro*s drihk or food. 

Also of possible interest is a news article carried im 
the August 16, 1963, issue of the **Chieago Sun Times.** This 
article carried the headline, "CIA Bought Oiancaaa*s Belp Tor 
Cuba Spying," and it was reported therein that CIA agents had 
contacted Oiancana in an effort to obtain Cuban intelligence 
after Castro came into power ."^^

On Juno 20, 19S3, Mr. Willinm Harvey, an official of 
CIA, advised that he had held a treetins with John PiOsolli 
(refcrz'ed to above as Uahau*s lini: \?ith Giancana) lor the purpose 
of clcsins out the entire natter with whicli r.osolli had bean 
involved. In this connection, Harvey stated that CIA had

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entabXlshed contact vstth Roselli In *'early 1961" \7ith respect to 
a sonsitivo cparation against Castro. Karvoy caid that for all- - 
ictcnts and purposes the op£?ratlon ifas diccontlnusd and canceled 
after the ill-fated Bay of Pigo invasion in April, 1961, but 
Rosolli had not been completely cut off, as ho periodically : ^ 
indicated he tras in a position to be of asBiotance. ^ 

Zt appears Roselli has since that time, pev>ertheleBS, 
'used his prior cbnaections with CIA to his best advantage. For 
csaiaple, in liay, 1933, when contacted by Agents of this Bureau 
in connection vith our current invoatigation of his activities 
he refused to talk and icaediately flew to Washinstoa, D. C, 
and consulted ^7ith Colonel Sheffield Edvfsrds, >sfho is now retired 
froa CIA. Colonel Ed'.vards in turn advised CIA, which told us. 
Kr. KoTCfard J. Coborn, the present Director of Security, CIA, 
freely has atkiitted to us that Rosolli has CIA in an unusually 
vulnerable position and that ho t7ould hax^o no qxialns about 
c.^barrassirg CIA if it served his OT7n interests. In furnishing 
iiiiij inioiTjat.ion, iir, Osaorn anked tnat at be jieia \?xcnin xnis 
Bureau on a strictly neod-to-hnow htistc *)l^fUuJ 

In light of the above informr-.tion furnished us by CIA 
and fomcr Attorney General Kennedy, it appears that data which 
cai^e to our attention in October, 19G0, possibly pertains to the 
captioned r.attcr. At that tine a source close to Giancana 
advised that during a conversation with several friends Giancana 
stated that Fidel Castro \ras "to be done away with very shortly.*' 
Giancana reportedly assured those present that Castro's 
assassination vrould occur iu l^-oveaber, 1930, and that he had 
already mot with the assassin-to«be on three occasions, the last 
weetiDg having taken place on a boat docked at the rontai:oblcau 
Hotel, Klaui Jieach, riorida. Reportedly, Giancana claiued that 
ever^'thing hsd been perfected for the killing and the "assassin" 
bad arranged with a girl, not further described, to drop a "pill*' 
in Castro*8 drink or food. 

Also of possible interest is a news article carried in 
the August 16, 19G3, issue of the "Chicnijo Sun Tiaes." This 
article curried the headline, "CIA Sought Giancana's nelp For 
Cuba Spying," and it was reported therein that CIA agents had 
contacted Giancana in an effort to obtain Cuban intelligence 
after Castro came into power .^^j^
